by His Eminence Samuel Cardi- 
nal Stritch, Archbishop of Chicago 
and Chairman of the Administra- 
tive Board, N.C.W.C. 


The announcement was made in 
a letter to the Archbishops and 
Bishops of the United States in 
which the Cardinal pointed out 
that while War Relief Services— 
N.C.W.C. has received generous 
grants in the past from the Na- 
tional War Fund, the activities of 
the Fund wil be terminated at the 
end of this year. The Cardinal 
emphasized that a minimum of 
$5,000,000 will be required for war 
fay purposes of the Church in 
1947. 


Cardinal Stritch proposed that 
at least $5,000,000 be raised through 
contributions from Catholics of the 
United States during the week of 
Laetare Sunday, from March 16 
to 238. He pointed out this date 
was selected because the annual 
collection for the Bishops’ Emer- 
gency and Relief Committee has 
been taken up regularly on Lae- 
tare Sunday in Catholic Churches 
of the nation. 

The campaign next year, the 
Cardinal’s letter pointed out, will 
not be confined to a single Sunday 
collection, but extended through- 
out the week. The letter also 
stated that in any Diocese the 
Bishop may select some other

aggression by Western democra- 
cles can oe prevent. another war, 
Dr. N. 8. Timasheff, author, edu- 
cator and noted authority on Rus- 
sia, declares in an article for the 
fall issue of “The Review of Pol- 
itics,” published at the University 
of Notre Dame here, 


Although the post-war world 
“longs for peace,” he writes, there 
is no peace because the Soviet 
Union “acts against peace.” .This 
is no accidental policy of the So- 
viets but a deep-rooted plan which 
they have pursued since the battle 
of Stalingrad, the author states. 

Quoting statements of the So- 
viet leaders accusing the Western 
nations of aggression and imperial- 
ism, a ee pp that Rus- 
sia itself is guilty o ession 
according to the very definition to 
which the Soviets subscribe in 
1933. The author cites the Rus- 
sian invasion of Poland and the 
domination of the countries of 
eastern Europe as definite acts of 
aggression. 

Dr. Timasheff analyzes the cause 
of this aggression as the Marxism 
of the Soviet leaders, pointing out 
that Marxism presupposes an eter- 
nal conflict between capitalist and 
communist society. A second cause 
is the adoption by the Soviet lead- 
ers of the old Russian Fag for

Death Comes 
Suddenly To -

Conroy. A few months later the 
family moved to Fort Wayne. 
Msgr. Conroy was a student at 
Cathedral school and after the com- 
pletion of his grammar course en- 
tered St. Joseph’s College, Rens- 
selaer, to begin his early studies 
preparatory for the priesthood. He 
was a charter graduate. of the col- 
lege. In 1896 he began the study 
of philosophy at Mount St. Mary 
of the West Seminary, Cincinnati, 
0., followed by his theological 
course for three years at the same 
institution. 
Ordained in 1901 

On June 21, 1901, at the age of 
24, he was ordained to the priest- 
hood at the Cathedral by the Most 
Rev. Herman Joseph Alerding, D. 
D., fourth Bishop of the Diocese. 

The first appointment of the 
young priest was that of pastor of 
Portland and its Missions from 
July, 1901 until June 8, 1902. He 
was then made assistant at St. 
Mary’s Church in Anderson where 
he served until September, 1904. 
He then became pastor of St. Rose 
of Lima Church in Monroeville and 
after three years was transferred 
to the pastorate of St. Bernard’s 
Church in Crawfordsville, where he 
remained for fourteen years. 

On June 8, 1921, Msgr. Conroy 
became the rector of the Cathedral 
of the Immaculate Conception in 
Fort Wayne and served in that ca- 
sei for 25 years. When the 

ort Wayne Diocese observed its 
Diamond Jubilee, the rector was 
named a Domestic Prelate in Sep- 
tember, 1933. 

Msgr. Conroy was both confirmed 
and ordained in the Cathedral, but 
was a son of St. Patrick’s parish 
and celebrated his first solemn 
Mass in that parish. His years of 
service at the Cathedral have been 
pointed to as an outstanding record 
of accomplishment. Following the 
rectors who had preceded him, he 
completed the liquidation of the 
heavy indebtedness and made in- 
numerable improvements. 

The long list would form a his- 
tory in itself. After the removal 
of the residence of the Most Rev. 
Bishop Alerding to 1415 West 
Washington Boulevard, now the 
home of the Most Rev. John F. 
Noll, D.D., fifth Bishop of the dio- 
cese, he lived for a time in the old 
Episcopal residence at the north- 
west corner of Clinton and Lewis 
streets, now the Central Catholic 


faculty house and erected the new 


Cathedral rectory. 

Surviving Msgr. Conroy are three 
sisters, Mrs. Nellie Hollopeter of 
Kendallville, and Mrs. Mary Zur- 
buch and Mrs. Loretta Risk, both

The Government official 
made it clear this declaration of 
interest did not of necessity mean 
that the United States would make 
an official protest to the Yugoslav 
government when the official rec- 
ords of the trial are received here. 

Mr. Acheson also denied that 
the Vatican had attempted to se- 


cure United States intervention in 


the case. 


Questioned by correspondents as 
to what interest this Government 
eould have in a trial in Yugoslavia, 
the Acting Secretary said “it is the 
civil liberties aspects of the thing 
which causes us concern.” He de- 
clared that the State Department 
was” in possession of no more de- 
tailed information than the news- 
men themselves had, but he pointed 
out that even to the men who were 
reporting the trial on the spot “the 
actual conduct of the trial left a 
great deal to be desired.” 


Mr. Acheson authorized the fol- 
lowing statement: 
asked if I-would be willing to make 
some comment or statement about 
the trial of Archbishop Stepinac, 
and I shall,” Mr. Acheson said. 


“It necessarily cannot be spe- | 


cific. What I should like to say is 
that we have for a long time been 
concerned about civil liberties in 
Yugoslavia. You will recall at the 
time we recognized the govern- 
ment of Yugoslavia, we drew their 
attention to what we thought was 
the undesirable situation in that 
field and reminded them of their 
undertaking under the United Na- 
tions Charter, in which all of these 
matters are specifically dealt with, 
and urged that the matter be recti- 
fied as soon as possible. We have 
since recognition unhappily had to 
take up a very considerable num- 
ber of cases with the Yugoslav gov- 
ernment where we have felt that 
trials of our own citizens were un- 
fairly conducted. It is this aspect 
of the Archbishop’s trial which | 
am now able to say concerns us.

cific report from our embassy in 
regard to it.

“You will recall that under the 
Constitution and law of the United 
States, fairness of trial is guar- 
anteed under the Fourteenth 
Amendment, and the Supreme 
Court of the United States has set 
aside as not being legal procedures 
at all, trials in which the court 
room has been dominated by feel- 
ings adverse to the defendant by 
demonstrations of prejudice. That 
is deeply inherent in the American 
system, that the very essence of 
due process of law is that in trials 
we shall lean over backwards in 
being fair to the defendant, in the 
atmosphere of the court room, in 
'forbidding demonstrations of spec- 
'tators, in opportunity of facing and 
cross-examining witnesses — all 
these matters seem to us to be 
absolutely inherent .in the matter of 
'a fair trial. 

“It is that aspect of the thing, 
on which one can have no final 
evidence until a~record and de- 
tailed report are available, which 
causes us concern and deep worry.”

No matter what happens to 
‘Archbishop Aloys Stepinac, of Zag- 
reb, Yugoslavia, he will be a mar- 
tyr in the cause of Christ. Even 
the Prosecutor trying him likened 
his silence before his enemies to 
that of “Jesus before the court 
of Pilate.” Jesus was unwilling to 
offer any defense of His own per- 
gon, but when the cause of God 
was attacked He spoke out.

The Archbishop acted much like 
St. Peter did before the Sanhedrin 
which rebuked him for speaking 
before the public, after that court 
asked him to be completely silent 
on the gospel of Christ. Arch- 
bishop Stepinac spoke similarly 
when he said: “Man cannot live 
with materialism alone. If the 
Communists have the right to fight 
for 2 Communist theory, so have 


we the right to fight for Chris- 
tianity.”

His accusers charged 
Him with being a menace to the nation; they accused Him of being 
an enemy of Caesar (the State). References to these charges by 
the Evangelists are so significant in the light of the world’s oppo- 
sition to the Church, that we beg to quote some of them: 

(1) The loyalty of Christ to the civil power was questioned, 
as is that of Catholics today: “We have found this man perverting 
our nation, and forbidding the payment of taxes to Caesar” (Luke 
XXIII, 2). 

Protestant churchmen are alarmed at and jealous of Catholic 
growth, as enemies of Christ were of His success: “If we let Him 
alone all will believe in Him, and the Romans will come, and take 
away our place and nation” (John XI, 48). 

Just as Pilate, upon investigation, found no reason to condemn 
Christ, neither has anyone who has ever made an impartial investi- 
gation of the Catholic Church found any reason to condemn her. 
Note these words (Luke XXIII, 13-15): 

“And Pilate called together the chief priests and the rulers 
of the people, and said to them: ‘You have brought before me this 
man, as one who perverts the people; and behold, I, upon examin- 
ing him in your presence, have found no guilt in this man as 
touching those things of which you accuse Him. Neither has 
Herod; for I sent you back to him, and behold, nothing deserving 
of death has been committed by Him.’ ” 

- But just as Pilate was unable to still the voice of those who 
demanded death for the innocent Christ, neither can sane argu- 
ment change the attitude of those steeped in—prejudice against 
Christ’s Church. Like the enemies of Christ their voices will not 
be stilled. . 


Church Reacts Like Christ Did 


How does the Catholic Church react and fare under such oppo- 
sition? The Church herself regards it as a mark of divine favor 
and of her own divine origin. In fact Christ Himself implied that 
by many of His observations and predictions: 

“You shall be hated by all for My name’s sake” (Matt. X, 22); 
“In the world you will have affliction. But take courage I have 
overcome the world” (John XVI, 33); “If they have called the 
Master of the house Beelzebub, how much more those of his house- 


hold” (Matt. X, 25); “Blessed are you when they shall revile you, 
and speak all that is evil against you untruly, for My sake (Matt. 
V, 11): 

What do the Apostles say about opposition from the world: 

“But thou hast closely followed ... such persecutions as I suf- 
fered, and.out of them all the Lord delivered me” (2 Tim. II, il). 
“We are not forsaken” (2 Cor. IV, 9). : 

The Apostle James, as Bishop of Jerusalem, was beheaded, and 
then, one after another, all*the Apostles were ultimately put to 
death as Christ, their Master was. Mo Church but the Catholic 
has had such martyrs either in the past or during our generation.

Hoover Says It’s 
Everybody's Fight

The appeasers of Stalin a2 
Tito. call themselves “liberals.” 
Those who oppose religious in- 
struction under released time, who 
would make all children, except 
those who attend the public 
schools, walk miles over the pub- 
lic highway, professors who re- 
pudiate the entire moral law, call 
themselves “liberals.” 

Addressing the American Legion 
in Los Angeles on September 30, 
J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
told the delegates “there is a great- 
er need than ever before for the 
American Legion and its stabiliz- 
ing force.” He cited two evils which 
have been growing in this country 
to combat which organizations of 
men, embued with the American 
spirit, are needed. These two evils, 
he said, are crime, juvenile de- 
linquency and lawlessness on the 
one hand, and the growing menace 
of Communism on the other. 

Mr. Hoover expressed the belief 
that the American Legion “rep- 
resents a force which holds within 
its power the ability to expose the 
hypocrisy and ruthlessness of this 
foreign ‘ism,’ built and supported 
by dishonor, deceit, tyranny, and 
a deliberate policy of falsehood.” 

If it was necessary for the world 
to rise up against Hitler because 
he sought to “divide and conquer,” 
then it is even more important that 
we rise up against American Com- 
munists who aim at the same thing 
through their “boring from with- 
in” strategy. 

Mr. Hoover believes that mil- 
lions are rendering a real dis- 
service to the country by mini- 
mizing the power of Communism 
because it counts only slightly 
more than 100,000 members, when 
they “themselves boast that for 
every Party member there are ten 
others ready to do the Party’s 
work. These include their satel- 
lites, their fellow-travelers’ and 
their so-called progressive and 
phony liberal allies. They have 
maneuvered themselves into posi- 
tions where a few Communists con- 
trol the destinies of hundreds who 
are either willing to be led or have 
been duped into obeying the dic- 
tates of others.”

Why is the Mass always celebrated m 


the morning? 


Was it not the custom of the early Church to celebrate tt at 


night? 


It was the custom during the 
first century, and St. Cyprian fur- 
nishes the reason for the change 
from evening to morning. He notes 
that the Mass is more commemora- 
tive of the Sacrifice of the Cross, 
which was offered up in the morn- 
ing, than of the Sacrifice of the 
Last Supper which was offered in 
the evening. In his 63d Epistle, 
section 7, he writes: 


“Some say that our Lord did not 
offer up the cup thus mixed in the 
morning, but in the evening and 
after supper, and that we should 
celebrate our Lord’s Institution 
after supper, too; and will it not 
be sufficient if we offer up the cup 
mixed as He offered it? To which 
I reply that it behooved Christ to 
offer towards the close of the even- 
ing, that the hour in which He 
offered this sacrifice might remind 
us of the world’s approach towards 
its evening, as we find it written 
in the Book of Exodus, “All the 
congregation of Israel shall kill in 
the evenine’; and again in the 
Psalms: “Let the lifting up of my 
hands be an evening sacrifice.” But 
we celebrate our sacrifice in the 
morning in honor of our Lord’s 
Resurrection: and because in all 
eur sacrifices we rmhention the Pas- 
sion of our Lord (for the Passion 
ef our Lord is indeed the main of 
eur sacrifice), we should follow the 
pattern He has set us in it, since 
the Scripture saith expressly, that 
as often as we eat this bread and 
drink this cup, we shall show the 
Lord's death until He come. Where- 
fore, if we offer up the cup in com- 
memoration of our Lord’s suffer- 
ines, let us by all means do what 
we know Him to have done before 
es.” 

Those who entertain the notion 
that the Mass is of later institution 
need only to read the writings of 
Tertullian, born in the year 160, 
and those of St. Cyprian, to learn 
that “Jesus gave His Bors power |

Tertullian speaks of the Mass 
being offered not only for the 
living, but also for the dead, as it 
has been done through the centu- 
ries.

Does He Bite? 


ANY non-Catholics don’€ know 
uite what to make of a priest. 
To them he is a strange person. 
They know, in a vague way, that 
he is a well-educated somebody— 
that he has spent twenty years of 
his life in school—t never saw 
him bite anyone (openly, at least) 
—but beyond that, they are all 
mixed up. . 


He wields such a powerful in- 
fluence with his congregation, and 
he seems to run his church almost 
single-handed. He is in charge. 
And the system seems to work. 


Why is that? Because, for one 
thing, a priest is given a solid 
education by His Church. His 
training costs her thousands of 
dollars. In high school she gives 
him subjects just such as Erasmus 
and. St. Thomas More—yes, and 
Benjamin Franklin—would have 
chosen. Then she sends him to 
college, gives him four years of 
drilling in English, Latin, and _his- 
tory, with some Greek and, above 
all, philosophy. After that, she 
works with him four years, teach- 
ing him theology, Church history, 
Sacred Scripture, homiletics, and 
all the clerical sciences. And she 
does it gladly. “A priest must 
lead,” she says,in her rite of or- 
dination—and priests have always 
been. leaders. 


The Catholic, looking at his 
priest sees not so much the man, 
short or tall, fat or thin, bespect- 
acled or otherwise; the Catholi¢ 
sees, first of all, the one who he 
believes calls down Jesus from 
Heaven every morning and offers 
Him up to the Eternal Father in 
the Holy Mass.

0.S.V. Reader Tells 
Of His Conversion

Editor? , 
There haye been a large number 
of letters from converts printed in 
0. S. ¥. over the last few months. 
I would, thefefore, like to contri- 
bute a missive of my own, 

My experience is probably not 
unlike that of others, who In simi- 
lar humble circumstances, enter 
the Church through the good grace 
of God and a timely acquaintance 
with one of the faith, 

I was reared in the Church’ of 
England which I left in my teens 
owing to the “social persuasion” of 
the United Church of Canada... I 
taught Sunday School in the Uni- 
ted Church for about one year. If 
at the end of that time anyone had 
asked me to prove the existence of 
God, I would have been at a loss to 
do so. There was no emphasis’ on 
Apologetics as we know them, -but 
merely a series of beautiful stories 
about Biblical life and characters, 
which in themselves really prove 
nothing. 

Because of a chance meeting 
with a very dear person, I was 
strengthened to endure the rigors 
of a Catholic service, -I found that 
the ceremony, far from being rig- 
orous, was in fact extremely mysti- 
fying. Under no eompulsion what- 
soever, I attended a number of 
Catholic devotions. A very dear 
friend noticed my interest and pre- 
sented me with some Catholic lit- 
erature. Stoddard’s works were the 
most outstanding contributions to 
my mental development at that 
time. It was he who showed me 
the disunity of Protestantism, the 
termerity of Protestant preachers 
in following the “trends of the 
times.” It clarified ideas of which 
hithertofore I had had only 
glimpses. I saw in a clear light 
the great traditions and doctrines 
of a faith old, but ever new. I was 


prompted to investigate more pro- 
foundly. Finally, after a series of 
instructions from a saintly priest, 
I entered the Church in a ceremony 
oe very simplicity was beauti- 


The actual conversion needed 
faith, but there was ever present 
that great appeal to reason by 
which far more intelligent men and 
women than myself had been drawn 
té the true faith. 

I saw the opportunity of embrac- 
ing a religion that could be proved 
by.a reference to even the simplest 
things in life—a faith, that re- 
quired nothing more than ah ad- 
herence to the beauties of the 
moral law—God’s law. 

A ‘convert. to the Church must 
have something more than a re- 
mote appeal to the heart. He must 
become imbued with a sense of 
having found a profound truth. 

The process of reasoning is slow; 
it demands concentration: There 
must be a sifting of truth from 
error.

he still clung to one error. It is at 
times a discouraging process, but 
if*a prospective convert can once 
believe that Jesus Christ has a 
dual nature, then most of the 
ground has been covered, A pre- 
mise has been laid for an almost 
overpowering conclusion. We know 
that if Christ is God we are duty- 
bound to observe His teachings in 
their entirety. 

I have given much thought to 
the reasons why some well educated 
Protestants cannot understand the 
Church. Insofar as I can see, four 
hundred years of error have wiped 
out any appeal to reason that re- 
ligion might make to a Protestant. 

I’m afraid that the ability of 
Stoddard, Lunn, or Chesterton, to 
depict the Church is foreign to me. 
I only hope that the above may be 
appreciated and invite other. con- 
verts to express some of their ex- 
periences in words.

A Program For 


Mission-Boosters 
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BY JOSEPH P. McDEVITT 


ONCE a year the Church observes Mission Sunday. Once a 

year articles are written, special editions are-gotten out, 

sermons are preached, and a thumping good collection is 

taken up for the Propagation of the Faith. That's fine. But 

what about the other fifty-one Sundays?—what ‘about the 

remaining 364 days of the year? One collection in fifty-two 
eitneeiome 


is hardly enough to support the 
world-wide missionary activities of 
Christ’s Church. 

How do the missions get along 
during the rest of the year? They 
depend mainly on the generosity of 
a few especially zealous souls. The 
orders—such as the Jesuit Fathers, 
the Capuchins, the Benedictines, 


and the other religious communi- 
ties of men—all have mission areas 
assigned to their care. And since 
most of them also care for parishes 
at home here in the United States, 
their priests can organize mission- 
aid units in their various parishes. 
They can hold benefits and’ raise 
funds in many other ways. Also, 
most of the orders publish maga- 
zines which keep up interest in and 
solicit money for the missions. 
Over all, of course; is the Society 
for the Propagation of the Faith, 
organized in each diocese, and serv- 
ing as a vast community-chest for 
all Catholic Mission interests. They 
also publish a periodical, full of 
interesting pictures and authorita- 


tive articles, and usually distrib- 
uted at church-doors once a month. 

But altogether the missions have 
“pretty slim pickings” as far as 
most of us are concerned. Sure!— 
we empty a fistful of change into 
the. basket—once a year. But 
don’t we too often tend to go our 
way and forget all about the work 
during the rest of the year? 

A Program To Follow | 

Doubtless you have already 
assisted at Mass this morning. You 
have perhaps heard a sermon on 
the value of the Faith and have, 
with your characteristic good na- 
ture, made a generous offering to 
the collection. But is that all ?— 
are we going to let things slide, 
now, until this time next year? 

Let’s propose a program to our- 
selves; let’s take two resolutions 
and stick to them: 

1. Let’s add an Our Father and 
Hail Mary to our night prayers, 
together with the invocation, “St. 
Francis Xavier, pray for us.” That 


lets us in on all the spiritual privi- 
leges of membership in the Society 
for the Propagation of the Faith— 
provided 

9. We make a monetary dona- 
tion to the Society. And if you put 
a dollar in the basket this morn- 
ing, you. have done at least that 
much. But can’t we afford to set 
aside a little something each 
month ?—a dollar, two, three, five, 
or even ten dollars? God won’t be 
outdone, remember He blesses 


those who help Him in His work. 
It will mean an increase of merit 
and grace for yourself and,. above 
all, a deepening of your Faith. 
You'll be laying up a treasure for 
yourself, a guarantee against spir- 
itual bankruptcy on the Day of 
Judgment. 

Now, for a postscript, how does 
one make his contribution? There 
are many ways. The money can be 
put in an envelope addressed, 
simply, “Propagation of the Faith, 
Catholic Chancery Office,” where- 
ever your Bishop resides. Or it can 
be sent to Maryknoll, at Mary- 
knoll, N.Y. It can be handed to 
any priest with the instruction that 
it is “for the missions.” Or it can 
be sent to any Bishop who is sit- 
uated in what amounts to mission 
territory.

Unless 
someone comes to their rescue with 
the light of Christ’s gospel, Com- 
munists will seize control and make 
sure these nations stay where they 
are—enveloped by a black-out of 
ignorance and slavery. 


Missionaries Needed 
In Every Territory 


“You are the light of the world!” 
Christ said to His Apostles. He 
says the same thing to every mis- 
sionary. If there were only more 
such lights in Asia, Africa, and 
South America! Communists are 
trying in every possible way to put 
them out on these continents, to 
cut the wires of the Church and 
plunge the people into utter dark- 


ness. To stop them we must send 
,| troops to China, India; Africa, and| 


South America—troops of Catholic 
priests, sisters, lay brothers, and 
catechists. We should send thous- 
ands of them tomorrow. But where 
can we get them? We have hardly 
enough priests to protect our own 
country from the invading forces 
of atheistic Communism. We must 
call for volunteers! We must ask 
God to give us priests. We must 
beg Christ to send His missioners 
to the rescue of His Church. 

Perhaps Christ will answer us 
by putting the matter up to us. If 
He does we must say to Him, “Just 
say the word, Lord, and I'll go 
wherever you want me to go.” Or 
maybe He will ask your son or 
daughter. If He does, remember 
what Mary said to the angel God 
sent her: “Be it done to me accord- 
ing to thy word.” Our Blessed 
Mother always replied “Yes” to 
anything God asked of her, because 
she knew that God knows. best. In 
consenting to become the Mother 
of Christ, when the angel told her 
about God’s plans, she did so for 
the love of us. 

Theologians say that perhaps 
Mary, by means of a divine inspir- 
ation, foresaw what becoming the 
Mother of God would mean—what 
excruciating sufferings she would’ 
have to undergo because of her 
Son’s agony on the Cross. Yet when 
God asked this sacrifice of her, she 
gave Him her consent out of love 
for us, for whom Christ was to 
suffer and die. She heard in ad- 
vance Christ’s cry, “I thirst,” and 
she knew He meant that He thirst- 
ed for the salvation of souls. 

Mary’s prayer and answer must 
be ours, too. If God calls us to 
share Christ’s sufferings on the 
Cross, or asks us to join His Bles- 
sed Mother standing beneath it, we 
should remember Mary’s abandon- 
ment to God’s holy Will. If we do, 
she will strengthen us to join her 
in Christ’s mission of saving souls.

give what we can to help, and— 
above all—pray that Christ’s Cross 
may rise over every nation on the 
face of the earth!

encourage a marriage between a 
Catholic and such a one if there 
were no guarantee given that the 
Catholic would even be free to 
practice his own religion or to 
raise his children in it. 

If, in recent years, it has be- 
come necessary to exact other 
pledges from both the Catholic 
and non-Catholic, it is only be- 
cause of the great encourage- 
ment given in our day to im- 
moral movements, 4ach as Tem- 
porary Marriages and Birth Con- 
trol. Not even a marriage in the 
Church would be valid if both 
parties were antecedently com- 
mitted to a decision not to have 
children, or to dissolve their 
marriage by mutual consent if it 
did not prove _ satisfactory. 
Therefore the Church is obligat- 
ed to elicit from both parties the 
acceptance of the Catholic posi- 
tion, namely, that the primary 
end of marriage must not be an- 
tecedently opposed, and that the 
marriage contract-ebout to be en- 
tered will endure for life. 

Because in so many mixed 
marriages the Catholic party re- 
mains personally loyal to his 
Church, the priest, having re- 
gard for the feelings of the non- 
Catholic party, probably does not 
warn Catholics sufficiently from 
the pulpit against them. But be- 
cause we have talked on the sub- 
ject of marriage these 
weeks, we would fail in our duty 
if we did not point out that Al- 
mighty God is not pleased with 
a marriage in which faith does 
not marry faith, in which souls 
are not united as well as bodies; 
if we did not note that it is far 
more difficult in a _ religiously- 
divided household to rear the 
children in strong faith. It 
would be wrong even to neglect 
to point out that there would be 
no mixed marriages if the Cath- 
olic, from the ‘beginning of 
courtship, let his non-Catholic 
friend observe that his religion 
means more to him than. any- 
thing else on earth; if during 
that time the Catholic were a 
frequent Communicant, post- 
poned dates in favor of attend- 
ance at evening devotions durin 
Lent, Forty Hours, and ot 
occasions, and strove to win the 
respect of the non-Catholic by 
his virtuous-conduct. His relig- 
ion would then be judged, long 
before the marriage, by its 
fruits, as observed in his life. 

The “Catholic young man can 
hardly expect’ that his girl will 
begin to show an interest in his 
religion when he himself does 
not seem to be deeply attached 


it, when he does not strive to 
elicit her viewpoint concerning 
it. She may believe that husband 
‘and wife should belong to the 
same religion in order to have a 
truly united home, in order that 


j their souls may be as one; but 


if she had been harboriny preju- 


ion she will not offer to embrace 
it on her own initiative. 
Therefore, at the very outset 
the Catholic should decide either 
to remove her religious preju- 
dices or to give her up. Surely 
he does not want her to hate or 
dislike his spiritual Mother.

If the non-Catholic be one who 
does not entertain such preju- 
dices, but who has never given 
serious thought to the religious 
question, there is danger of her 
going through a course of in- 
structions merely because her 
boy friend wants it—and she 
may not have her heart in them. 
That is another reason why the 
Catholic should let her know that 
he takes his religion seriously. 
Some marriage converts, because 
they never tried hard to under- 
stand, do not get that thrill from 
their new religion which 
eager inquirer is bound to ex- 
perience.

Many mixed marriages occur 
not because of the unwillingness 
of the non-Catholic to embrace 
the Catholic religion, but rather 
because of the opposition of his 
or her parents, who are swayed 
by strong prejudices. If that be 
he obstacle, why should not the 
Catholic, early in the courtship, 
seek to dissipate the prejudices 
of the parents, later to become 
his relatives—even for their own 
good? If they have been the vic- 
tims of misinformation, is a fu- 
ture son-in-law going to let them 
continue to feel as they do about 
his Church? If he be a man of 
sterling character he will be the

Most non-Catholic parents ac- 
tually expect their daughter to 
join the religion of the Catholic 
man to whom she is devoted. 
They may try their best to dis- 
suade her from it, and may even 
threaten to disown her if she 
should go ahead. But the experi- 
enc&of every priest is that par- 
ents always abandon that atti- 
tude after they will have observ- 
ed that their daughter becomes 
truly happy as a Catholic.

Set Up Decency 
Office Or Face Wrath 
Of Nation 


Chicago, Oct. 14 —(NC)— The 
setting up of an agency by pub- 
lishers similar to Hollywood's Mo- 
tion Picture Association of Ameri- 
ca in order “to rescue the book 
publishing business from the depth 
of filth, suggestion and sexual 
promiscuity into which they plung- 
ed it in their fight for the al- 
mighty dollar’ is urged in the 
Cathedral Chimes, weekly bulletin 
of Holy Name Cathedral here. 


In taking up the fight against 
what it terms “dirty books, dirty 
magazines, and the printed version 
of the: old-time writing on the 
backyard fence,” the magazine 
points out that ‘‘this is not a Cath- 
olic issue or a Protestant issue or 
a rabbinical issue.’’ 


Urging publishers to seize this 
“opportunity to prevent an out-and- 
out fight between the moral forces 
of America and themselves,”’ the 
article warns that the increasing 
volume of indecent literature com- 
ing from publishing houses is giv- 
ing rise to “the same growing in- 
dignation that once rose up against 
the excesses of the liquor industry 
and brought about national pro- 
hibition.”
